W. R. Phillips, of Toronto, Ont, is 
at present making a frelimipary sur- 
vey of Southern Saskatchewan, -with 
a view.to the establishment of a 
million dollar paper mill.

The Canada Temperance act, 
commonly known as the Scott .act, 
will be voted upon on October 25, in 
the \Yukon Territory and the prov- 
inces of Alberta, Ontario and Nova 
cotia, and possibly one or two 
other provinces. The vote will be 
on. the question whether the prov- 
ince-wide Scott act shall be adopted!

Hair From China 


Four Hundred Thousand Pounds of 
Human Hair Imported From . 
Hong Kong 


Women who wear false hair 
not realize how likely it is that their 
“added extra’ tresses are derived 
from the heads, usually unclean of 
Chinese people. 

Last year we imported more than. 
four hundred thousand pounds of 
human hair from Hong Kong. It is 
cheap stuff in China, being valued at 
less than $2 per pound wholesale. 
This is reckoned a high price, in- 
creased demand by the United States 
having caused an advance in the 
market. We paid last year $228,395 
for Chinese human hair f.o.b Hong 
Kong. 

At that rate its original cost was 
a bit more than $2 per pound; but 
we get the choice stuff, the longer 
and finer grades. Europe buys the 
shorter and coarser hair, largely for 
industrial purposes. 

Special grades, extra fine, are 
made into hair nets, which most 
American women wear in these days. 
The automobile has made small hats 
fashionable, and on this account the 
hair is worn compact; also in order 
that it may not blow abon: when 
the motor car is speeding. 

It is ‘comforting to know that the 
human hait imported from China 
undergos very elaborate cleaning 
processes before it is offered for sale 
in this country. Still, on the whole 
one might wish that it came from 
somewhere else.

Michigan Farmers’ Syndicate Will 
Market Fleece for Best 
Prices. 

Through the Michigan Faem. Bur- 
eau a goodly number of the farmers 
of Michigan have formed a wool 


{| Pool, which amounts now to 2,500,- 


000 pounds and will shortly become 
a stack of 4,000,000: pounds.. By 
means”of_this pool the farmers’“hope 
‘to get a price for their wool in 
keeping with. the prices of wool 
cloth and similar commodities. It is 
their opinion, by the best advice the | 
bureau can secure that~ shortly the} 
price will go up from about 22 cents 
to at least twice that amount and 
yield a sum in keeping with their 
anticipations when the shearing sea- 
son came on. 

The big stock of wool Gdouss 
now to some 10,000 individual farm- 
ers, and that number will increase to 
about 15,000 taken into the pool by 
the bureau from About 170 local, as- 
sembling points where the wool is 
stored, sacked and shipped in car, 
lots to Lansing. 

When a farmer turns his wool in- 
to the bureau he can secure an ad- 
vance of 75 percent of its value at 
the current market price. The farm- 
ers, however, this year do not seem 
to be in serious need of immediate 
funds for very few have asked for 
this advance. 

Farmers in other states are form- 
ing similar pools although no one of 
them is anywhere as extensive as 
this one. In New York state, for in- 
stance, the growers have small pools 
in 37 different counties.

Demand ‘for Farm Help 


Good Wages Offered and Plenty of 
Work for All 


With the practical assurance of a 
bumper crop due to recent heavy 
rainfalls, the demand for farm hands 
at Calgary and other points of Wes- 
tern Cafhada has increased considera- 
bly.. The wages offered for this class 
of work is very: good, verging $85 a. 
month and board. : . 

The superint ent! ‘at the ‘Calgary 
branch of the berta government 
Employment Bureau is responsible 
for the statement, that during the 
week ending Saturday, July llth, a 
total of 672, applications were made 
for work and of this number 520 
were placed locally. Eight men were 
transferred fo other -provinces. .One 
man, a mechanic, was shipped to this 
office from outside. the province. 
One hundred and eight: men’: were 
placed in farm work, 20 in the buil- 
ding trades, 28 in. hotel work, 15 
bush work, 51 railway work, 6 were 
mechanics. and 210 laborers. The re- 
mainder were unclassified. 

The women’s :section .is handling 
more applications each week. Dur- 
ing the past week 73 applications 
were made and 41. women were 
were plated in farm work, 10 hotel 
work and 8 domestic. At the end of 
the week 70 women were. wanted 
for farm work, 60 domestic and 60 
in hotel work. A total of 189 posi- 
tions remained unfilled at the end of 
last “week.

The main points brought .out by 
this experiment have been that on 
the average fall plowing that is 
packeds gives the best returns in 
growing wheat while with oats the 
ground should be cultivated in the 
fall and plowed in the spring? 

_ Best results’ in securing‘a catch of 
hay have been. obtained by seeding 
down without a nurse crop in every. 
case and also where seeding was: 
done either on ‘summerfallow or fol- 
lowing a crop of Gorn, It should be 
noted, however, that..the increase in 
hay was not enough to compensate 
for the loss of acropsef grain where 
the seeding down followed summet- 
In, districts of fair 
rainfall ,therefore, a nurse crop 
should be aMowed to ripen rather 
than to be cut green. . . 

The best method of Dreaking up 
the sod of cultivated gasses. and 
cloves is to plow immediately after 
taking off the hay crop, pack and 
work as a summerfaflow for the bal- 
ance of the season. 

The growing of a crop and plow- 
ing it under as a green manure has 
not been found to be a success, be- 
ing much-too costly and not giving 
as good results as a good summer- 
fallow, especially when a coating of 
well-rotted mapure was applied 
the summerfallow. 

Thorough preparation — of the 
seed bed has been shown to be nec+ 
essary for the best results. This is 
especially noticeable in dry years. 

The use of the packer has given 
good results, particularly when 
used immediately after plowing and 
to be comparatively ittle difference 
types, however. 4n_ this 
connection it should be mentioned 
that the culti-packer has not been 
used in this experiment as it was not 
out when the experiment was plan- 
ned,

To meet the increased Cost of con
